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DETAILED ACTION 
Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after allowance or after an Office 
action under Ex Parte Quayle, 25 USPQ 74, 453 O.G. 213 (Comm'r Pat. 1935). Since 
this application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1114, and the fee 
set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, prosecution in this application has 
been reopened pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 1 1/29/04 has 
been entered. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

3. Claims 70-72 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Kojima et al (5,488,429) in view of Patton et al (6,408,301 ). 

Regarding method claims 70-72 Kojima discloses, 

Testing the color of the plurality of pixels (note col. 14 lines 15-16 inputted R-Y 
and B-Y difference shows testing of color pixels) to determine those pixels having 
predominantly skin color (note col. 14 line 58- col. 15 line 5 comparator tests utilizing 
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threshold dependent on luminance values provided with image signal examiner 
interprets as image capture condition). 

Executing a facial feature based on the pixels determined as having 
predominantly skin color in the testing step (note col. 42 lines 13-22). However, Kojima 
is silent disclose image captured conditioned being expressed as metadata. Patton 
discloses metadata to include luminance characteristics, when capturing image scene. 
Therefore it would have been obvious to a person of ordinary skill in the art at the time 
of the invention was made to express luminance value as metadata in the system of 
Kojima. Metadata including luminance characteristic would have been highly desirable 
in the skin detection art due to its threshold function and Patton recognizes that 
improved comparisons would be expected when expressing image-captured condition 
as metadata in the system of Kojima. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 31-35, 36-42, 43, 44, 45-48, 49, 50, 51-55, 56-65 and 66 (renumbered 
claims 1-5, 11-17, 19, 21, 22-25, 18, 20, 6-10, 27-36 and 26, respectively) are allowed. 

5. Applicant's amendment/arguments see remarks page 1 0 lines 4-1 3, filed 6/22/04, 
with respect to 31-69 have been fully considered and are persuasive. Claims 31-66 
have been allowed in the previous office action. Claims 67-69 have cancelled. Thus, 
all pending claims are allowed.
